Carlos H. Mason, chairman of the 
police board, seys that now, while the 
city hall is being repaired, is the time 
to decide upon the plans for additions 
which will serve for a central police 
Station. 

“I have given this matter consid- 
erable and very careful study,” he 
states, “and-l am positive that now is 
the time for the city to take some ac- 
tion. L feel sure that the other mem- 
bers of the board will agree with me

The city government 
seems utterly unable financially to

“I believe we can realize from the 
sale of the presént police station about 
$125,000 and .this money will be suf- 
ficiant to build the necessary addition 
to the city hall for a central station 
and to establish che three sub-staitons, 
The present police station is badly lo- 
cated and the building is out of repair.

WARNS SHIPPERS 


“Some People Must 


Change Their Tactics,” 


Investigations Now Going On, 


It Is Stated, in Regard to 


Charges of “False Billing.” 
Indictments Have Been Re- 
turned in Other Cities. 


According to a statement given out 
by the Atlanta officers of the Southern 
Weighing and Inspection Bureau, 
“unless certain Atlanta megchants get 
a little mpre careful they are going 
to get into trouble in the courts.’ 

It is stated that investigations are 
now going on in. regard to alleged mis- 
representations about shipments; that 
is, they are sai@ to be guilty of what 
is known as “false billing.” 

“There have recently been indict- 
ments in other cities,’’ states:ithe bu- 
reau officials, “and we want to sound 
a note of warning that unless some 
people change their tactics there will 
be some indictments in Atlanta. We 
trust this note of warning will have 
the proper effect and that there will 
be no need to indict anybody.” 

In giving out this statement the 
bureau refers to the following article 
in The Richmong Times-Dispatch of 
April 8 Says The Times-Dispatch: 

“Foll@wing an investigation made 
by agents of the interstate commerce 
commission, the grand jury in the 
United States district court yesterday 
returned an indictment, containing 
nine counts, against the E. B. Taylor 
Company, of this city, charging mis- 
description of freight shipments to 
avoid the payment of legal rates 
transportation. 

“The nine allegations. presented to 
the grand jury by the government 
showed that the company, in making 
mixed shipments, deseribed the pack- 
ages as containing only goods of the 
lowest classification. The law provides 
that when a package contains several 
classes of freight, each shall be de- 
scribed, and the rate shall be gov- 
erned by the-article having the high- 
est classification. 

“It was charged that the E. B. Taylor 
Company had been reversing things. 
For example, toys are rated as first 
class, glassware as second and earth- 
enware as fourth, the rate on the lat- 
ter being. the lowest. Representatives 
of the Southern: Weighing and Inspec- 
tion Bureau, an organization maintain- 
ed by the railroads, alleged that ship- 
ments sent out of Richmond by the 
firm containing the articles enumerat- 
bd above had been described as earth- 
enware, the barrel or box being clas- 
sified as earthenware when the rate on 
toys, which was higher, should have 
been paid. 

“After these alleged discoveries the 
bureau made a report to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission,ewhose duty it 
is to protect railroads as well as ship- 
pers, and the commission sent agents 
to Richmond to make an independent 
investigation on the part of the United 
States government.”

Should Be Fully ConBidered. 

Mayor Winn says that the proposed 
plan has not been carefully studied 
by him, but he believes there is enough 
in it to warrant a full consideration 
by the police commission. 

“It has been my idea,” he said, “to 
locate the new stockade at the police 
station. I have not gone filly into this 
question, however, and it may be best 
to locate the stockade-elsewhere. I 
shall favor the police board making a 
full report on the plan to sell the po- 


lice barracks and establish three gub- ‘ 


stations and a central station at the 
city hall.” 

The additions to the new city hall 
for a central police station, it is said, 
can easily be made, as there is sufficient 
room on the east and west sides of 
the building. It ig claimed that it is 
practical to build enough cells in new 
basements and a part of the present 
basement. A recorder’s court room, it 
is said, can be made by converting the 
fifth floor of the building into a full 
instead of a half story, as it is at 
present. Chief Jennings says he has 
looked into this matter sufficiently to 
feel warranted in sajsing that pians 
can be eastlhy made whereby there can 
be enough additions to the city hall 
for a central police statioa and that 
the cost will not be expensive. 

When a special committee from the 
pelice hoard takes up the matter th? 
whole plan will be gone into in de- 
tail and then it will be known definite- 
ly what changes will be required and 
can be made at the city hail. 

At present, as stated by Chairman 
Mason, there is a great and growing 
demand for a better located police 
central police station and for stations 
in the suburbs—a demand, he says, that 
the city officials should no longer ig- 
nore.

Atlanta Congressman Af- 
ter the Express Monopoly 


He Introduces Measure 
Break the Package-Carrying 
Monopoly of Express Com- 
panies and to Restore It to 
the Government.

Washington, April 10-—(Special.)— 
Representative William Schley How- 
ard’s bill to trim the express companies 
and break up their monopoly of the 
package-carrying trade to the end of 
having the government assert its con- 
stitutional right to this monopoly, was 
introduced in the house today. 

The bill attracted considerable at- 
tention, and is given two columns of 
space by The Washington Times this 
afternoon, » A number of members of 
congress Mave already assured the 
Georgian of their hearty co-operation 
in securing a reform which is so ur- 
gently demanded by the business in- 
terests of the country. 

While the bill is expressed in general 
terms and the author admits that there 
may be need of minor amendments, the 
big idea incorporated in it is to pro- 
hibit express companies from competing 
with the government in the carriage of 
packages weighing not more than il 
pounds. 

Limited Parcels Post. 

There is already in existence in the 
United States a parcels post limited to 
4 pounds, but the cost of handling a 
package of this size is 64 cents. It is 
expected that if the postal service ab- 
sorbs the highly remunerative busi- 
ness now bé@ing done by the express 
companies; that a great reduction in 
postage can be effected, and at the 
Bame time a big net revenue be derived 
for the government. 

It is expected that the investigation 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, now under way, will go to em- 
phasize the importance of immediate 
corrective measures to be applied to 
the express business. 

Section 181, of the revised statutes, in 
seeking to protect the right of the gov- 
ernment to have a monopoly of the 
mail business, provides that it shall 
be unlawful for any private express to 
compete with the postal service in the 
carrying of “a letter or packet.” How- 
ever, in 1881, the then Attorney Gen- 
eral MacVeagh construed the word 
“packet” to mean “packet of letters,” 
and this decision let down the bars to 
the express companies for the trans- 
portation of small packages of mer- 
chandise books and periodicals. 

The Government’s Monopoly. 

The government's monopoly in real- 
ity related to only letter carrying, al- 
though no one has ever questioned the 
constitutional right of the postal serv- 
ice. to claim its monopoly as to other 
classes of mgtter handled almost ex- 
clusively for many years by the ex- 
press companies. The Howard Dill 
proadens the statute now in effect; 
makes it incapable of misconstruction 
and preserves to the government its 
long lost prerogatives. 

The hill sets forth that the express 
companies have encroached upon the 
constitutional right of the government 
to maintain a monopoly in transporta- 
tion of available mail matter.

0 LIVES LOST 
WHEN SHIP SINKS 


Victoria, B. C., April 10.—It is be- 
lieved twenty lives were lost when the 
little wooden steamer Iroquois, plying 
between Sidney, Vancouver Island, and 
the islands of the Gulf of Georgia, cap- 
sized soon after leaving Sidney today. 

The purser, who had a record of 
fares collected is among the dead, and 
it is not likely the exact number who 
perished will ever be Known. Four 
passengers and seven members of the 
crew were saved and four members of 
the crew and probably sixteen passen- 
gers were drowned. 

Like the Loss of the Sechelt. 

The disaster was in some respects 
similar to the loss of the. steamer 
Sechelt, with twenty-six lives, off 
Beachy Head, Vancouver Island, March 
24. 
The passengers saved today drifted 
ashore with life buoys almost in the 
last stages of exhaustion. 

When the Iroquois foundered, part of 
the upper works was left above water, 
and persons ashore could see the sur- 
vivors clinging to the wreck. The 
swirl of the waters soon tore off the 
house and the sea was covered with 
wreckage, among which men and wom- 
en struggled for their lives. Of the 
bodies which drifted ashore many were 
equipped with life belts. 

Unable to Reath Wreck. 

A number of launches put off, but 
were unable to get near the wreck. 
The first of the survivors to be landed 
was Captain Sears, of the wrecked boat, 
who. with Mate Biser, and two Indians 
belonging to the crew, was towed 


ashore. 

The Iroquois foundered fifteen min- 
utes after leaving Sidney. ..Her cargo 
shifting, she swung over on her port 
side. circled around as if about to come 
back to port, partly righted again, went 
en her beam ends and apparently fill- 
ing with water, foundered in compara- 
tively shallow water. Her boilers 


blew up.

So Alleges New Orleans 
Cotton Exchang e. 


Exchange Appeals to Congress 
to Place Bagging and Ties on 
the Free List---Charged That 


Its- Levy. 


New Orleans, La, ‘April 10.—That 
the cotton bagging and tie trusts, “not 
satisfied with robbing the American 
cotton’ planter of nearly $1,000,000 an- 
nually through the unjust tariff law, 
are planning to increase their levy on 
the cotton crop of $2,800,000 annually,” 
is declared in resolutions adopted to- 
day by the New Orleans Cetton Ex- 
change. The resolutions appeal to con- 
Bress to place bagging and ties on the 
free list, and urge the enactment of 


the necessary legislation’at the pres- 
ent extra session of, congress. 
President W. B. Thompson, of the 
Cotton Exchange, in a letter which he 
addressed to each member of congress, 
telis of the great importance to the 
south of this alleged tariff steal. He 
Says, in part: 
Farmer Entitled to Just Treatment, 


“The cotton crop of the south ytelds 
annually an average of about 12,000,000 
bales, Of this total, approximately 
five-eighths, or 7,500,000 bales, repre- 
senting an average money value of 
over $500,000,000, are exported and -ex- 
changed for foreign gold. The mere 
statement of these facts attests the 
importance of the cotton-producing in- 
dustry, emphasizes the obligation. 
which the country-at-large owes the 
producer of this crop and establishes 
his right to at least just treatment 
at the hands of the genéral law-mak- 
ing power. | 

“Under the present tariff law the 
duty of steel cotton ties amounts to 
.027 cents per bale or to $324,000 on a 
crop of 12,000,000 bales. This tariff 
is prohibitive, as is shown by the-fact 
that no steel ties are imported. There- 
fore the government has no share in 
this impost which constitutes simplv 
and solely tribute levied upon the vot- 
ton farmer for the benefit of the cotton 
tie trust. 

Farmer Pays Tribute to Trust. 


“The duty on jute bagging imposed 

by the present teriff law amounts to 
5% cents per balé or to $600,000 on a 
crop of 12,000,000 bales. This tariff is 
to a large extent prohibitive, inasmuch 
as it yields only about $600,000,000 rev- 
enues to the government. The bal- 
ance of about $453,000 constitutes a 
tribute paid by the cotton farmer to 
the bagging trust. _ , 
“But the bagging trust is not satis-. 
fied with its share of this impost. it 
desires to raise the duty to a figure 
which will not only prevent the gov- 
ernment from receiving any revence 
therefrom, but will enable the trust 
to take from the farmer four times 
as much as it has been able to take 
heretofore. This trust has recently 
made a technical test case based upon 
a question of chemical analysis, and 
has secured a ruling thereon from the 
board of geheral appraisers in New 
York, which wil! change the duty on 
imported bagging from the present 
rate, which amounts to about .05% 
cents per bale to an ad. valorem -duty 
which will amount to about 21 cents 
per bale. This means an increase from 
$603,000 on fe crop, to practically $2. - 
500,000, all of which the trust will 
cOllect from the farmer without any 
division with the govermment. 


Producer Bears Burden. 


“Thus, under the Payne-Aldrich law, 
as heretofore interpreted. the cotton 
producer has borne the burden of a 
$950,000 yearly tax on bagging and 
ties,.- and if the chemical interpreta- 
tion holds, he will hereafter be mulct- 
ed in the yearly sum of $2,900,000 for 
his baling materials, all of which go 
into the treasuries of the bagging and 
tie trusts. 

“From the reasons stated, it will in- 
contestably appear that not only the 
proposed outrage, but the present tax 
on baggingandtiesisinequitable and 
wrong; and because the western farm- 
er has now and has had for more than 
fifteen years, his binder twine on the 
free list, the tax upon the southern 
farmer stands condemned of the addi- 
tional vice of discrimination.” 


ARIZONA WORRIES 
PRESIDENT TAFT 


He Wants the Recall of 
Judges Out of the Con- 


stitution. 


Washington, April 10.—Although 
President. Taft might be unwilling to 
disapprove the constitution of Arizona 
on account of its provisions—the re- 
call of Judges—he is seeking to find a 
way by which that provision may be 
stricken out through the action of the 
people of Arizona themselves. 

The president looks with disfavor 
on the recall of judges. He has, how- 
ever, consulted frequently with Attor- 
ney General Wickersham and other 
members of h‘scabinet,and has con- 
cluded that it might be unwise for him 
to disapprove the Arizona constitution 
on account of one clause.

Financier Indicted For Con- 
nection With the Sugar 


Trust Seandal Passes. 


a 


New York, April 10.~—Gustav E. Kis- 
sel, long prominent as a Wall street 
broker, and for many years intimately 


terests, died early today at his home 
than a month. 

Gustav E. Kissel came into the spot- 
light of publicity through the acquisi- 
tion by the American Sugar Refining 
Company of the Pennsylvania Refining 
Company of Philadelphia. Mr. Kissel, 
with the president and six directors 
of the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, known as the sugar trust, were 
indicted by the federal grand jury in 
New York on July 12, 1909, on a charge 
of conspiracy in restraint of trade. 

Adolph Segal, who a short time be- 
fore had sold a sugar refinery in Cam- 
den, N. J., to the sugar trust, had just 
completed a new $2,000,000 refinery at 
Philadelphia, and announced that he 
would fight the American company. 
Segal, who had become involved in 
real estate transactinos, was in need 
of money, and had applied to various 
banks for assistance, offering as col- 
| lateral stock in the new refinery. 

The government atleged that the sug- 
ar trust employed Kissel as a broker 
to offer financial relief to Segal. Kis- 
sel, according to the indictment, of- 
fered to lend Segal $3,250,000 on the 
security of 26,000 shares of the 50,000 
shares of his new refinery. Segal ac- 
cepted thé loan. The government al- 
leged that Kissel 
to the source of the money.” 

Soon after the loan was made Kissel, 
according to the indictment, turned 
over the majority stock, which consti- 
tuted a voting trust, to the American 
Sugar Refining Company, a new board 
of directors was put in and it was 
voted not to operate the Segal refinery. 

The result was that Segal’s income 
was cut off: he could not meet the in- 
terest on his loan, and a crash came. 

Efforts were made to quash the in- 
dictment, but last December the su- 
preme court of the United States held 
that the indictments were valid, and 
District Attorney Wise said that he 
would proceed to trial at the earliest 
possible time.

|of bribery in the Illinois legislature. 
| After a confession made by another 
/member of the legislature and he was 
indicted. on the charge of perjury, 
‘Link admitted he had received $1,000. 
He obtained imniunity by appearing 
for the state. 

After his perjury indictment was 
‘withdrawn Link issued a_ statement 
; that he had never accepted a bribe 
‘but that the $1,000 was a gift and that 
‘it had no bearing on the Lorimer elec- 
| tion. 

Link’s death occurred on the eve of 
the resumption of the Helm commit- 
tee investigation of the Lorimer elec- 
tion, which is set for Thursday at 
Springfield. A statement was given 
out Sunday that every member of the 
former legislature who voted for Lovl- 
mer would be subpoenaed. 

Link frequently had said to his 
friends that he had told all he knew 
and did not want to be questioned 
again. 

A week ago he celebrated the twen- 
tieth anniversary of his wedding. He 
told his guests he was subject to 
heart trouble and knew he was going 
(to die suddenly. He said he had made 
all arrangements for his estate if he 
should die. 

Link was manager of the 3,000-acre 
farm of John J. Mitchell, of Chicago. 
in Madison county, Tllinots. He was 52 
years old. A wife and daughter sur- 
vive him.

States note, check letter “C.” The 
back of the note is reddish brown in- 
stead of green. Neither counterfeit, 
according to Moran, should deceive 
the ordinary careful handler of money.

the experiences and observations of his 
gareer Among American farmers, Pres- 
ident 
today pleads with members of that or- 
ganization and American farmers gen- 
erally to observe scrupulously their 
obligations toward co-operation ahd 
Organization. * 

It is doubtful if ever befote the 
chief executive of more than 2,000,000 
American farmers has so candidly 
analyzed tne latter, and so forcefully 
set forth their duty to themselves and 
the nation. 

For its intimate knowledge of a 
subject that bulks large in the public 
mind today, the statement is of per- 
manent general interest. 

The statement follows: 

“I suppose that in“as many as 5060 
state, county and local conventions of 
the Farmers’ Union I have heard fer- 
vent brethren work themselves into a 
mighty sweat about the virtues of ‘or- 
ganizaiion.’ 

“You will bear me out in gaying that 
it is a common spectacle to see an én- 
ergetic old exhorter get. on the floor 
and beat the air with his hands about 
the ‘organization’ that we need for 
ourselves and for our children. ‘ 

“I am going into it, he will say, ‘not 
on my own account, for God knows I 
have struggled along this far, and I 
can live somehow without it, but as 
a sacred trust to my children, and in 
the belief that it will benefit them and 
the whole country I am aligning my- 
self with this noble body of men.’ 

“This is all very touching. If it was 
backed up with action, with self-sac- 
rifice and with persistence, the prob- 
lems with which the Farmers’ Union 
is wrestling would be settled between 
naps. 

“Unfortunately such expressions rep- 
resent only the state of mind and not 
a rock-ribbed determination to fight 
and deny one’s self yntil there is a 
thick coating of ice over the lower re- 
gious. Organization is the greatest 
necessity to the farming population of 
this country. I have stated that fact 
so often that I fear to tire you with 
its reiteration. But spouting the vir- 
tues-of organization in a meeting when 
everybody has been lashed into enthu- 
Ssiasm by some skillful speaker, and 
applying the virtues of. organization 
day in and day out in the minutest de- 
tail of your own ‘and the organiza- 
tion’s business, are two very different 
matters. 


Organization Comprises a Sacred Trust. 


“The farmer who clamors loudest 
for the principles of ourcreed in publMc 
often balks when it becomes necessary 
for him to patronize a Farmers’ Union 
enterprise, or to cut down his acreage, 
or to hold its products, or to improve 
his domestic surroundings to carry out 
the tenets of that creed. 

“If in the midst of an enthusiastic 
speech he is asked to ship his wheat, 
cotton, peanuts or tobacco with his 
fellow members and let it be handled 
by a union agent, he often turns rene- 
gade on the spot or plays the baby 
act and deserts the very faith he pro- 
claims. 

“Organization and its various details 
comprise a secred trust, not only upon 
the leaders but upon every single mem- 
ber of the Farmers’ Union from the 
president to the latest recruit. 

“It costs effort and a little self-sac- 
rifice to practice that doctrine in 
everyday life. But it is the only 
method that will ever lead to substan- 
tial success. 

“And what HI have said applies to 
every local, in every county, in every 
state in the National Farmers’ Union. 
It applies as well to the American 
farmer generally, whether or not he is 
affiliated with this or some other simi- 
lar organization. 

‘Now you big-hearted, good-natured 
rascals, why don't you acknowledge 
the truth, straighten yourself up and 
do what you would admire another for 
doing instead of backing down a.z:d 
patting yourself on the head and lin- 
agining you are just about the best 
fellow in the country? 

“You want to hear the rascality of 
men and truth shown up and nice 
things about yourself, but you do not 
‘ike to have yourself shown up as yuu 
are. The fast is that all the rascality 
and corruption that is in this govern. 
ment ¢xists because you allow it.

Planters Lack Self-Sacrifice. 


“Two of the greatest obstacles to the 
progress of the farmer is the tendency 
of members, and some leaders, too, to 
become easily discouraged and, in 
many cases, lack of self-sacrifice. 

“One and all should remember that 
they are enlisted for the war, not just 
for one battle or campaign. And the 
war will not be won until every re- 
form, inside and outside the ranks, in 
which the American farmer is inter- 
ested has been. realized. 

“What is the lost. battle, or one cam- 
paign ending in defeat? Every great 
movement, every great organization 
that history has recorded as successful 
has climbed to success upon defeat 
after defeat, discouragement after dis- 
couragement. Frequently victory has 
been wrung out of the pit of despair 
itself. 

“The Farmers’ Union contains thou- 
who are resolved 
that it shall not die. They are deter- 
mined to stand by and stay in it re- 
gzardless of what comes, in the face of 
any disaster, at the cost of any sac- 
rific. They know its principles mean 
the salvation of the American farme-. 
Convinced of that fact, no amount cf 
personal discomfort, humiliation or 
temporary defeat will ever be able tu 
drive them from its banner. 

“And thatisthespiritin which men 
must join the order, in which its every 
member must face each issue, regard- 
less of its effect upon himself. 

“The leader must make up his mind 
that the brethren are going to disap- 
point him at times. Sometimes they 
are even going to repudiate him. Does 
that mean that he must stop working 
for the cause? No, it means he must 
work for the cause with greater devo- 
tion, his energy not a bit less for the 
fact that he may have been lowered 
from leadership to the ranks. 

“Most curious of all our’ elements 
of population, you can depend upon 
the farmer, sooner or later. riding it 
roughshod over and neglecting and

“If you’re going to help the farmer

“If he knocks you breathless, get. up 
and begin the fight for him again. If 
he sits down hard on you in meet- 
ing, take your medicine and wait un- 
til another opportunity comes to help 
him, If, you think your local is pur- 
suing the wrong course, reason, pray, 
prevail with its members. 

“But if you don’t succeed, that 
doesn’t mean that you've got to get 
out and desert the cause. It only 
means you've got to tackle from a new 
standpoint and work and ‘fight and la- 
bor as long as you have energy left, 
and the sincerity of your purgose is 
unabated. , 

“I have known valuable men to leave 
the organization for the most trivia? 
of reasons. Some get into a huff be- 
cause they were not elected to some 
petty office. That was wrong! Maybe 
the man elected in their place did have 
less ability, less unselfishness. That 
didn’t excuse them for deserting a 
cause that is bigger than any one man 
Or any man’s ambition. 

‘Some have quit because they put a 
dollar or two in a union enterprise 
which failed, or from which dividends 
were slow in coming. That was wrong. 
They should have gone in and found 
out why the enterprise failed, or why 
dividends were. delayed, and worked to 
relieve the cause at the root. They 
should not have been so unreasonable 
as to forget that the history of trade 
and commerce and endeavor is_ punc- 
tuated with failure. And they should 
not have saddled the principles of a 
great, far-reaching movement with tie 
penalty for their own petty-loss or 
folly. : 

“Some have quit because members 
may have out-voteqd them on some 
question of policy—possibly even in- 
sulted them in open meeting. The man 
who can’t cultivate patience, who 
isn't willing to #tay on with a move- 
ment even whem his views are not 
accepted. who must put his touchiness 
of feelings before his instinct of loy- 
alty and self-control, has no place in 
a farmer’s organization. 

Farmer the Salt of the Earth. 


“Why, the contrariness of members 
has driven some of their -unselfish 
leaders into asylums for the insane. 


‘And I’ve known some of these self- 


same leaders to be so absolutely de- 
voted to the good of the men who mis- 
understood them that after their minds 
had cleared and their reason was re- 
stored they went right back to work 
for these same people. 

“T call that loyalty! I also call it 
loyalty when leaders, broken down in 
health by bickerings, misunderstand- 
ings and giscouragements, have recov- 
ered their health and then offered 
themselves again a free-will offering 
te the cause. ‘ 

“We have plenty of men of that type 
in the union today. We have in the 
rank and file the very salt of the 
earth, who may be depended upon to 
bring the organization through every 
crisis because they have the unselfish- 
ness to endure anything and every- 
thing to bring its splendid gospel into 
effect. 

“And if the farmer is quick to crush 
and condemn, he is also sure to repent 
and show appreciation for the leaders 
with the patience and the endurance 
to bear with him. 

“T do not speak idly. I’ve had plen- 
ty of such experiences in my own ca- 
reer. 

“Numbers of times I’ve had just 
provocation to abandon work for the 
farmer forever. Perhaps if I hadn’t 
known all along what to expect from 
him, first and last; just how badly he 
needs unselfish help ang just how keen 
he appreciates it in tthe long run, I 
might have abandoned it. 

“The man who is looking for the 
hardest task and the noblest, in our 
day and time, will find it lies in work 
to elevate the farmer. 

“After all, helping our fellow men 
in the greatest thing in life, its real 
meaning. 

“The man too ‘nice,’ too ‘intelligent,’ 
too busy, or too indifferent to get 
down and do his share isn’t fit to as- 
sociate with human beings—he ought 
to return to the baboons, from which 
it is likely he sprung. 

“Tf you think the farmers in your 
community are not as quick and as 
up to date as yourself—that’s the very 
reason you ought to jump in and help 
them get on your plane. 

Rescue the Hindmost. 


“You may think you are secure in 
your superior intellect and your sup- 
ply of this world’s goods—that you 
ean afford to be indifferent to the 
lot of the man begide you or next to 
you. 

“The man who holds these views 
a candidate for hell fire! 

“There’s no such thing these days 
as ‘every man for himself and devil 
take the hindmost.’ 

‘We are too close together, too in- 
separable. 

‘Tt’s a case either of rescuing the 
‘hindmost’ from the devil or going to 
the devil with the ‘hindmost.’ 

“Maybe you are too proud, too in- 
telligent, too well fixed, to want to 
associate with,that poor clod-hopper 
in your community, who would re- 
spend so readily to your helping hand.

“If you see that need, anq deliberate- 
ly and selfishly ignore it, what can you 
expect by way of gratitude from your 
children, after you are deag and gone, 
and the penalty is visited on their 
heads? 

“If you grind down the poor man or 
oppress the little jack-leg fellow on 
your place or next to it, or turn some 
sharp trick, it’s your children who will 
have t@ pay the ‘price. 

“Are they likely, then, to hold your 
memory blessed? 

No Man Liveth Unto Himeelf. 

‘‘There’s nothing truer in the Bible 
than the declaration that no man 
a unto himself or dieth unto him- 
self.

H. W. Miller, assistant to the presi- 


dent of the Southern railway, with 
headquarters in Atlanta, makes the 
following statement: 

“The extent to which the railways 
of the southeastern states are aiding 
in the material development of this 
section may not be generally under- 
stood. Some interesting light 
thrown upon this by 
the Southern Railway Company to tne 
interstate commerce commission for 
the year ended June 30, 1910, which 
shows that that company expenced 
for the work of its land and indus- 


trial department. in co-operation with! 


communities, commercial organiza~- 
tions and individuals along its lines 
a total of $59,451, being more\than the 
amount expended by any oné of the 
principal railway companies. of the 
United States for this purpose, with a 
single exception. 

“Since the end of the last fiscal 
year, the period covered by the above 
Statistics, the Southérn Railway Com- 
pany has considerably enlarged 
work of its land and industrial 
partment and has supplemented it by 
the organization of a cotton culture 
department, gevoted exclusively to co- 
operation with the United States agri- 
culfural department and the agricul- 
tural commissioners of the states in 
efforts to bring about alarger aver- 
age vield of cotton per acre and to 
advise the farmers as to the best 
methods of growing cotton in spite of 
the Mexican cotton boll weevil in lo- 
calities where that insect is present. 

“In addition to this, steps are now 
being taken still further to enlarge 
the co-operative development work of 
the company and increase its effici- 
ency.”’

Public ceremonials that officially celebrate the violence, the 
bitterness and the recrimination of the civil war are today in the 
nature of anachronisms. | 
They might have been explicable thirty or even twenty years 


| ago. | 
. But in our time that man, on either side, who recalls the trag- 
edy of half a century ago with brooding malignity or resentment, is 
held to be exceptional; deserving of commiseration rather than of 
criticism. 

Today the north and the south, the east and the west, seek, not 
points or memories of divergence, but issues upon which harmony 
andsfiraternity may be builded.

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MRS. H. M. ATKINSON GIVES 


BERRY SCHOOL SCHOLARSHIPS 


Mrs. H. M. Atkinson gave two 
scholarships, $50 each, to the Martha 
Berry school, for mountain boys and 
girls at a meeting yesterday of the 
Martha Berry Circle, over which Mrs. 
Frank Inman, the founder of the cir- 
cle, presided. Mrs. Atkinson's gift fol- 
lowed a most interesting talk on. the 
subject of a visit to the school by Mrs. 
Floyd McRae, in whiéh the latter 
spoke of the need for tyvaining for 
mountain girls in the vicinity of the 
schoot' where the boys have been given 
splendid opportunity. Mrs. McRae 
spoke of the effect of the training of 
the boys as seen in their faces, illu- 
mined by a spirit of life and energy 
and cheer. 

Mrs. Inman Talks. 

Mrs. Inman spoke in an inspiring 
vein of the results already to be seen 
in the attitude of the girls in the 
school, ‘showing pictures illustrating 
their work, their log cabin domitory, 
and then mentioned the appealing fact 
that 100 girls are on the waiting list 
to the school, but there is no place 
for them. The amount of $1,114 is 
needed for the building of another 
dormitory, and she urged upon the At- 
lanta circle that they do their utmost 
to collect as much as possible of this 
fund. 

Mrs. Gilbert’s Paper. 

Mrs. James H. Gilbert, the ‘corre- 
sponding secretary of the circle, read a 
most interesting paper, citing the his- 
tory of the shool, the curriculum and 
what it means to the mountain boy 
and girl; the present status of the 
school, ang the obligation the women 
of Georgia should feel in the under- 
taking of one of their number. 

Miss Jennie English told an inter- 


esting story of the organization of the 
Martha Berry Circle in New ‘York, 
where, at the home of Miss Anne Mor- 
gan, there were thirty representaitve 
men and women present. Miss Mor- 
gan is the president of the circle, the 
object of which is to create interest 
in the school and contribute money 
to it. 

The report of the treasurer, Mrs. 
John Grant, showed that in one year’s 
time the Atlanta Martha Berry Circle 
had collected $1,143; $1,000 of which 
had gone toward the building of the 
Louise home for girls, the name in 
compliment to Mrs. Inman. 

Mrs. Inman stated that letters had 
been written to the editors of the daily 
and weekly papers of Georgia urging 
them to exploit the merits of the 
Berry school with a view to organiz- 
ing circles to aid in the work. 

Next Meeting in June. 

The next meeting of the Martha 
Berry Circle will be the second Mon- 
day of June instead of July, it being 
the desire of the circle to make a do- 
nation to Miss Berry at that time 
which will warrant her commencing 
the new girls’ building. A way de- 
vised for raising this money is in se- 
curing an increase in membership, the 
membership dues being $65.

Softening Hard Water. 

On a small scale, for household use, 
hard water can often be softened by 
simple boiling. It becomes somewhat 
turbid thereby. on account of the 


separation of the carbonates of cal- 
cium and magnesium, soluble only in 
water containing carbonic acid, when 
the carbonic aciq is expelled. By the} 
addition of a little soda, varying ac- 
cording to the hardness of the water, 
it can also be softened. On a large 
Scale, hard water may be softened by 
the addition of a suitable quantity of 
"ime milk. The lime combines wit 
the free carbonic acid and thereby the 
calcium and magnesium carbonates, 
vreviously held in solution, are also 
rendered insoluble.—Exchange. 


Dull Varnish. 

Alltw 12 to 11 parts of seeq lac to 
steep in 9 to 11 parts of spirits of sal 
ammoniac. Then add 8s0 parts of 
water, in which 1 to 2 parts of fluid 
extracts of logwood, 0.1 part of blue 
vitrol and 0.1 part of sugar of lead 
have been dissolved; shake well ang 
add just enough lamp-black to pra.

FAVORED NATION CLAUSE 
AND THE CANA®fIAN PACT 


Customs Court Holds Clause 
Doesn’t Affect Reciproci- 
ty Agreement 


Washington, April 10.~S{he customs 
court, in a decision today, held, in ef- 


fect, that the so-called “favored nations | 


clause” in the existing commercial 
treaties with England, France ahd Ger- 
many does not restrict the United States 
in affecting the proposed reciprocity 
agreement with Canada. 

The court’s decision was brought out 
by a comparatively unimportant con- 
test over the rate of duty which should 
be imposed on whisky imported from 
England and France. The point in- 
volved is the same. raised in opposition 
to the proposed Canadian reciprocity 
agreement by those who claimed it was 
practically forbidden by the “favored 
nations” clause. 

A. D. Shaw & Co., a firm of New York 
importers, protested payment of duty 
on whisky from England at the rate of 
$2.25 per gallon, holding they were en- 
titled to a rate of $1.75, which is im- 
posed on whisky and other spirits from 
France. The essence of their claim was 
that under the most favored nation 
clause with Great Britain, importations 
from England are entitled to be entered 
at the same rate of duty levied upon 
such merchandise when imported from 
France and the other countries with 
whom similar treaties have been exe- 
cuted.

New York, April 10.—Stocks jogged 
along with few changes through a | 
spiritiess day, in re of the fact that, 
there were several happenings of fa- 
vorable import, which at other times | 
might have stimulated trading. The 
course of the market today em- 
phasized the pronounced disposition | 
of the street to qo nothing until pres- ' 
ent uncertainties are cleared up. 
Chief among these uncertainties are 
the forthcoming decisions of the su- 
preme court in the anti-trust cases, 
and as this was the court’s “decision 
day,” trading virtually stopped after 
the slight amount of accumulated busi- 
ness had heen attended to at the: 
opening, until word came from Wash- 
ington that the decisions were noc 
to be announced today. Then there 
was an attempt to bid up prices, but 
it met with so little success it was 
soon abandoned -and the market fell 
off slowly, the net result being a 
number of trifling . declines. 

The Hill stocks and St. Paul were 
strong up to the late afternoon. Their 
strength was the only reflection in 
the market of the decision announced 
after the close of business on Satur- 
day in favor of the railroads in the 
Minnesota rate case. Those who have 
kept in touch progress of the case 
Stated their belief today that the 
principles enunciated by the court 
were of primary importance to the 
railroads and, if- sustained by the 
United States supreme court, wouid 
have a marked effect upon the future 
course of railroad legislation by 
states. 

Tt was saiq that in several states in 
the west and south proposed legisia- 
tion of a kind similar to that enacted 
in Minnesota was being held in abev- 
ance, while the Minnesota case was 
being adjudicated. There was some 
buying of standard railroad stocks on 
account of the decision, but the move- 
ment was not of sufficient size to 
counteract the dragging tendency of 
the market.

Hatters of North America will further 
extend a case which has been in the 
eourts since 1903 and practically _re- 
solved itself into a contest between the 
American Anti-Boycott Association and 
the American Federation of Labor. 

The case dates back to 1901, when 
union hatters employed by D. E. Loewe 
& Co. struck. Suit was brought in 
1903 against Martin Lawler and 259 
other members of the Hatters Unioc 
for $250,000 damages for alleged boy- 
cotting. Then the case was taken up 
by the American Boycott Association 
and carried to the supreme court o* 
the United States on the questiun 
whether the allegations constituted a 
Violation of the Sherman. anti-trust 
law.
